| paints plus the high 
cost of labor have combined 
to make spring painting annual 
homework for husbands. Lay- 
manized instructions have sim- 
plified the application process, 
and foolproof paints make final 
results almost always pleasing— 
but the smears and the smells are 
still with us! 

Here are some simple tips that 
may not come with instruction 
folders nor are they expounded 
by experts. but have saved ama- 
teurs headache, and 
merited a page in their mental 
paint books, 

1. Rub your hands with a light 
coating of vaseline before paint- 
ing. and the post-job cleanup will 
be easier. (Or maybe you are one 


many 4 


of the clever ones who can work 
with gloves on!) 

2. Before painting, rub soap on 
window glass, and thus elude that 
horrid job of cleaning paint spat- 
ters off the glass. 

3. Add a little color to the putty 
applied around the windows be- 
fore painting. The color paint will 
then be easier to apply and the 
resulting color will be much more 
satisfactory. 

4. A handy gadget for the home 
painter is a combination scraper 
and paintbrush that eliminates 
the necessity for carrying two 
tools. For this, saw a slot in the 
end of a paintbrush handle and 
insert a thin square of sheet steel. 
Use this squared metal insert to 
scrape off those inevitable and 
pesky accumulations of old, dried- 
on paint. 

5. Set opened paint cans in 
heavy paper sacks with the edges 
of the tops rolled down, and let 
these sacks catch the drips. Stick- 
ing a brush through a hole in a 
paper plate makes a drip-catching 
collar for a paintbrush when you 
are doing overhead painting. 

6. This is age-old advice, but

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worth repeating. In painting 
stairs, paint every other one and 
allow these to dry before painting 
the alternate ones. (And how dee 
do you expect to get up and dow 
the painted stairs?) 

7. Use a felt blackboard erase 
for painting screens. Not only is 
this faster, but the screen meh 
will not clog so badly. 

8. If you are careful, you cm 
remove small paint spots from 
floor or window with nail-polish 
remover. Wash the spot immed 
ately after using the remover, For 
larger blotches on windows, try 
steel wool. 

9. Cover leftover paint in the 
can with a layer of parafin t 
keep it soft and usable. 

10. A brief soaking in boiling 
vinegar will often soften brushes, 

11. Place a cut onion in a large 
pan of water in a newly painted 
room and much of the objection 
able paint odor will be absorbed. 

12. Save the sticks used to mix 
paints. When dried, they are wom 
derful to carry along as color 
samples attempting. to 
match draperies. carpets, ete.

13. When you “reload” your 
paintbrush, apply the first sweeps 
a little below where you left off, 
then work upward until the two 
sections meet. This will serve to 
blend the two areas and avoid @ 
dark, overpainted juncture. 

14. Paint must be thoroughly 
blended. Instead of merely stir 
ring paint, pour it back and forth 
between two cans, stirring up the 
thick residue in the bottom of 
each emptied can. 

15. And if you slipped and got 
paint on that cotton dress or 
shirt, soak the spot in a solution 
of equal parts of turpentine and 
ammonia, then wash the garment 
in warm soapsuds. Or was it some 
thing other than cotton? You 
might try sponging it with chloro 
form. In an airy room, of course!

A, Any good garden-supply store 

can furnish you with a slug 
poison containing metaldelyde. 
This will be effective if used ac- 
cording to directions, As another 
precaution, remove all dead leaves 
and other debris under which the 
slugs hide. 


Q. How can | keep the foliage 

of my Dorothy Perkins’ and 
other rambler roses from being 
disfigured by mildew? 


A, Start applying dusting sul- 

phur as soon as the disease 
appears. This is a very fine grade 
made especially for such pur- 
poses. It can be used in any 
standard dusting gun. 


Q. Each year my pansy plants 

do well for a while, then get 
spindly and practically stop flow- 
ering during warm weather. The 
remedy, please?

Spark-plug of the scheme was the Bas Bleu Club, a young women’s organization fired 
with the town’s great need of a home for underprivileged children. The club's theory 
was that one home leads to another: that the proceeds from a house built by the com- 
munity and sold to the highest bidder could be used to establish a children’s home. To 
get the wise heads and broad backs of the men in town, the Bas Bleu Club rallied the 
support of the local Kiwanians. Before long the whole town was in the act. One of 
the first hurdles was deciding on a design. LFYH's architectural department put 
heads together with the Newtonians and. after a modern house was “thumbs downed” 
as not popular enough with the average young family thereabouts, a modified Cape 
Cod design was chosen, with living-dining room, kitchen, three bedrooms, a central 
hall, one-and-a-half baths, and an expansion attic. It was a plan which both sides 
felt would satisfy family needs and at the same time could be built at lowest possible 
cost to the community. The two clubs had already selected an attractive half-acre 
corner lot in a wooded subdivision just outside of town and bought it with the 
backing of local bankers who agreed to underwrite all expenses of the project. Other 
building, decorating, land- 
scaping. A few weeks ago the house, complete to the last accessory and ready to move 
in, was opened for all to see. An admission charge was made to add further to the 
charity coffers. The oh’s and ah’s from the admiring visitors have been a source of 
great pride to every Newtonian, because they prove what the old-time spirit of 
community enterprise can accomplish. Among the visitors wandering through the 
rooms will be one family, little aware. perhaps. that they will soon live there. 
Whoever they are, the members of Family X will move into a home richly endowed

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suggestion for this 
roomful of contrasts came to 
us unexpectedly. The night 
before we were set to photograph the room originally planned 
for these pages, it burned down to the bare walls. Like the 
average homeowner, whose furnishings, according to the Fed- 
eration of Mutual Fire Insurance Companies, are 50 per cent 
underinsured, we thought it couldn't happen to us. But it did. 
It's an ill wind, though, as the saying goes, and out of the ashes 
came an idea. Not the least of the damage done by the fire was 
that it peeled the plaster off an entire side of the room, re- 
vealing a brick wall, so ruggedly attractive that we decided to 
paint it white rather than plastering it over. It became the 
basis for a scheme of contrasts in color, contrasts in style. 
Beginning with our brick wall, we painted one more wall 
white, the third and fourth charcoal. Hardboard was put down 
over the charred flooring and covered with a good-looking, 
black-and-white vinyl tile. For furnishings and accessories, 
we chose freely from different periods: sofa, 
armchair and fireside chair are all provincial 
designs adapted to modern needs. The rest 
of the furniture, including the unfinished 
chests and the build-your-own bench and 
table that made these investment pieces pos- 
sible, is modern. Accessories, both old and 
new, a small, green rug and a few simply- 
framed prints completed the room. As a final 
touch, above the sofa we hung a provincial 


rooster to crow over a successful restoration.

stoop every day would 

be the tip-off that there was 
something unusual about the family 
in that home. And yet, if you drove by 
the modest clapboard house of the Cassidys’ 

in Pittsford, New York, or met Elizabeth and Joe 
themselves, you'd think this was a typical young Ameri- 

can family. The truth is the Cassidys are typical in every re- 
spect except one. They have eight children. Assembled before 
the camera, they're a present-day version of the old-fashioned 
family portrait and a reassuring sight in times when it’s nip and 
tuck whether the average-size family with two or three children 
can hold to their budget. How the Cassidys live on an average 
income and do as many things as other families is a source 
of wonder and amazement to everyone who meets them. When 
they discover that Elizabeth has never had a day's help with 
the housework and runs the house alone five days a week while 
Joe is selling on the road, the inevitable question is: “How do 
you ever manage?” The answer is inspiration for any family. 
What makes the Cassidys run so smoothly is Joe’s carefully 


worked-out “standard operating procedure” coupled with Eliza- 
beth’s homely philosophy, “We only go this way once, so let's 
get the most out of it.” Both refuse to worry about things. refuse 
to let homemaking become a burden which 
robs them of time to enjoy their children 
and keep up with their other interests. 
However, the Cassidy household is per- 
force one of schedules, rules and regula- 
tions which start with a budget. Elizabeth 
and Joe allot, roughly, 45 per cent of 
their income for food, 32 per cent for 
housing, 9 per cent for clothing, and the 
remaining 14 per cent for health and other 
insurance, recreation and miscellaneous. There are no provi- 
sions for emergencies; they believe in taking care of them as 
they come along. The greatest economy is in clothing and here 
Elizabeth shows her skill as an improviser. Eight pairs of feet wear 
out many pairs of shoes, so she has made a deal to buy them at

are definitely a “hand-me- 
down” family. Friends and rela- 

tives present castoffs which Eliza- 

beth has learned to alter on the sewing 
machine. She’s become such an adept seam- 
stress that she saves money on gifts as well. Lately 
she has outfitted her friends in organdy aprons with 
appliquéd chintz flowers. On food there are no frills at meal- 
time. but no skimping either. The milkman comes every day 
and brings the quart a day a person—a 
staggering 70 quarts a week! The rest of 
the food they buy on one week-end shop- 
ping trip, to save time and money. The 
best part of the food situation, Elizabeth 
thinks, is that the children have all been 
brought up without food crotchets. One 
of her strictest household rules is that 
there is absolutely no special cooking done. 
When people drop in and stay on to 


meals, the day's menu remains the same. These “company” din- 
ners are festive because of the spirit the Cassidys put into them 
and, being a family who loves to play, they have plenty of spirit. 
Since there isn’t much to spend on recreation, however, they do

pastime. For example, two years ago when Joe took time off 


and finished the expansion attic to give them much needed 
extra space, everyone helped. He turned it into three 
bedrooms and a bath which are now headquar- 
ters for the five older children. As a result of 
their combined enterprise, the house they 

bought five years ago is far roomier 

than it looks. When the Cassidys aren't 

involved in recreation projects inside the 

house, they're relaxing outdoors—sledding in 

the winter and gardening in the summer. Of 
course, Elizabeth and Joe go out by themselves, too. They and 
their friends entertain each other, mostly at dinner parties. On 
those occasions, Elizabeth resorts to a little bribery to insure 
the co-operation of the six oldest children—prize goes to the 
one who behaves best on party day. It has worked well, chiefly 
because they don’t have presents at their house very often, only 
on special occasions. Christmas is children’s paradise in any 
home and it’s eight times as gala at the Cassidys’. Major share 
of Christmas money goes for one big family present—last year 
a television set, before that an automatic washer and dryer; in- 
dividual contributions from Santa Claus are kept at a low-cost 
level. Other presents come at birthdays, a big consideration with 
ten a year. Elizabeth's good planning is everywhere in evidence 
in her housekeeping, too. Everyday, for example, is washday. 
When the children undress at night, each puts his clothes in a 
particular spot and next morning carries them to the basement. 
When she buys the children’s clothes, Elizabeth avoids articles 
that have to be washed by hand. She gets all white socks so they 
can be tossed into the machine with everything else.

his or her own clean clothes. From the beginning she has trained 
them to accept and enjoy definite chores. lroning is still one of 
Elizabeth's unsolved problems.

However, she con- 
tinues to spend the best part of two days a week ironing.

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outhern California's distinctive pattern of living—now 
as celebrated as its oranges and movie stars—didn’t ar- 

rive full blown with the first trainload of settlers. It 

evolved. At first the newcomers tried to recreate their old 
homes. Whole suburbs sprang up in replica of the lowa, Vermont, 
or Louisiana towns from which their residents had migrated. Next 
there was a period of wild experimentation: white-frame cottages, 
hot-dog stands shaped like hot dogs, whole towns in white stucco 
with red tile, Neo-Spanish roofs. But gradually, the brilliant sun- 
light, the towering western mountains and the expansive Pacific 
took over. The rich, warm, benevolent land, instead of being re- 
shaped by its new inhabitants, reshaped them. To the inexperi- 
enced eye, Los Angeles, which, although it cannot be said to repre- 
sent all of Southern California, is typical of it in many ways, just 
doesn’t look like the average American city. There are few mel- 
lowed old buildings and there are few tall ones. It is a truly de- 
centralized city. Industries, retail stores and recreation centers are 
parcelled out among a dozen self-sufficient suburbs; and even 
these are rambling rows of low stucco buildings, surrounded by 
enormous parking lots. Many accountants, architects or whole- 
salgrs who, in another city, would occupy a sixth-floor office or 
loft. in Los Angeles are more likely to have their own little pastel- 


colored building. The people of Los Angeles will admit readily

enough that they have had more than their share of religious 
quacks, health faddists and political freaks, but the typical young 
Southern Californian is a genuinely solid citizen. He is well 
educated in the fine public schools and universities. Because of the 
many opportunities offered in California’s expanding economy, 
he is more likely than his counterpart elsewhere to strike out on 
his own in business. He has a variety of interests: in the arts, 
politics, music, literature. The young Southern Californian is a 
homebody. A home, preferably of modern design with lots of 
glass, is the number-one aim of most young couples, and the 
area has, as a matter of fact, a higher proportion of homeowners 
than any other part of the country. Once they build a home, our 
young Southern Californians are loath to leave it. Friends don’t 
congregate at restaurants or bars. Nightclubs are for tourists. 
The ordinary young people of the area meet at each other's homes 
for informal parties and conversation. do much of their social- 
izing outdoors. When they do go out on the town, it is to a concert 
or to one of the dozen little theaters, staffed by first-rate talent 
from among the notables and young hopefuls of Hollywood. 
Living as they do in a new, fast-changing, ebullient environment, 
with no deep-rooted traditions to set a pattern, Southern Cali- 
fornians are always open to innovation. This readiness to accept 


what is new has encouraged artists and craftsmen—ccramists.

weavers, painters, silversmiths--to experiment with new shapes 
and designs, new colors, new materials. Architects and furniture 
designers, with fresh ideas and clients willing to try them, have 
pioneered in finding beautiful and functional aids to pleasant 
living. The Angelinos like their rambling city, their convertibles 
and their glass-walled houses. The skeptic may turn a doubting 
eve on this uninhibited, sometimes boastful new West; but he had 
better take a second look. Already, builders in other parts of the 
country are showing what they call with varying degrees of accura- 
cy, “California ranch houses.” California architects and designers 
are influencing styles over the whole country. The California way 
of life—with its informality. its love of warm color and the out-of- 
doors, its interest in making the whole business of living an easier 


and pleasanter thing—may be a pattern for the future of America.

Married shortly after their 
graduation from the University of California, they are both ath- 
letic, fond of the outdoors, and convinced that apartment living 
is a stopgap measure to be endured as short a time as possible, 
They started planning and looking for a home of their own im- 
mediately. After months of careful search, they finally found what 
they wanted in an exhibit house designed by A. Quincy Jones, 
found that they could buy the plans, adapted to their needs and 
site, for $450 and have an architect-designed house for consider- 
ably less than an architect's usual fee. Today, the Ketts’ compact 
little home sits low on the side of a shrub-covered hill that over-

Although only a score of dilapidated structures remain of the old 
Spanish adobe ranch houses of Los Angeles, Sherman Rifkin felt 
that adobe was peculiarly suited to the climate and history of 
Southern California. He liked the texture and ruggedness of the 
material and thought it would lend itself well to a house of modern 
design. Accordingly, when Sherman, who works for U.C.L.A., and 
his wife, Joy, were ready to build, architect Maurice H. Robertson 
planned a house of modern, scientifically mixed adobe. As 
in the old Spanish structures, he designed it around the central 
courtyard, added fresh, contemporary lines and window treatment. 
The Rifkins’ house cost $12,000. Although it is cast in a twentieth- 


century mold, the 16-inch walls have the same massive eloquence 


as their early predecessors, offer the same insulation against the 


California sun, the same generous approach to everyday living.

curving leaves and full-blown flowers is another step in the 
evolution of a decorative tradition that began in France during 
the reign of Louis XIV, progressed to England, and was eventually 


brought to the New World. The unornamented central shield in 


the pattern is a plain reminder of the elaborately framed mirrors 


that can still be seen in many of our old Southern houses. The 
range of lights and darks in the carving is similar to the contrasts 
of sunshine and shadow of the carefully-tended old gardens. In 
spite of its origins, though, the pattern is more than a copy of 
what went before. Just as the Colonial craftsmen had simplified 
and revitalized the European style they inherited, the twentieth- 
century designers of this traditional pattern translated the cul- 
ture of the American past into modern terms. 

The flower that forms the crest of Damask Rose is a fabled one. 
The rose of Damascus—a city that was already ancient in Biblical 
days—is, according to legend, the world’s first rose, and ever 


since those days its reputation grew as the flower of greatest 


beauty, greatest fragrance, greatest romance. It was Odysseus’ gift 


to Penelope when he returned from his long voyage to the Trojan 
wars; it was planted by Nebuchadnezzar in the Hanging Gardens 
of Babylon. At her first historic meeting with Mare Antony, 
according to the story, Cleopatra piled her graceful Egyptian 
barge with damask roses a foot and a half deep. In recent times 
a new and more subtle meaning has been attached to the famous 
Rosa Damascena. Nowadays. in Scandinavian countries, it 
is a custom for the hostess to hang the rose above her most 
claborately set dinner table—as a symbol of silence. It is a 
reminder to her guests that the talk shared over dinner is truly 
table talk—given in confidence and not to be spread or repeated 
once the guests have gone their separate ways. While Damask 
Rose was inspired by an almost legendary flower and the romance 
it symbolized, Community's Coronation has much more tangible 
origins. The ornament stems directly from the work of a craftsman 
of the past. The wood carving shown on opposite page is a typical 

sample of the art of Grinling Gib- 

bons, an English sculptor, drafts- 

man and designer who, under the 


reign of Charles II, became known 


as the King’s Carver. It was he } 
who carved many of the picture 
frames, altar pieces, choir stalls 
and mantels that can still be seen in Windsor Castle and the 
Cathedral of St. Paul. The inspiration for Coronation is a charac- 
teristic Gibbons’ decoration of flowers, fruit, leaves and reeds, 
arranged in a scrupulously symmetrical form and carved with a 
rich realism. When the sculpture was adapted to the tiny limit 
of a piece of silver, the designer was forced to modify and rework 
the original, as the sketches at left illustrate, but it was these very 
changes that made it possible to preserve the spirit and dimen- 
sional quality of the seventeenth-century artist’s work. 

Evening Star is the artist's interpretation of a brilliant evening 
party. It might almost be called a montage of a lavish ball, 


sparkling with candles, glassware [Continued on the next page]

and jewels, the ball that every Cinderella pictures when she 
plans her first long dress. In spite of its romantic inspiration, 
Evening Star has a direct, positive quality that reflects the taste 
of today’s more realistic-minded Cinderellas. The sharp, deep 
cutting of the ornament, the contrast between the carving and 
the plain surfaces of the shaft, suggest the modern woman who 
knows her own ambitions and her ability to reach them rather 
than the pale young lady of the fairy tale who staked everything 
on the size of her foot. 

The simple, strongly-carved handles of Morning Star have di- 
verse points of origin. Although it reproduces no specific flower 
or plant in a photographic way, the ornament itself has an obvious 
relationship to nature. Like jade carvings, it is a formalized 
adaptation of leaves, flowers, buds and berries—an individual's 
reaction to the shapes that can be seen in growing things. The 
outer form and the surfaces of the rest of the pattern were inspired 
by man-made beauty—the modern skyscraper. The slender strength 
and uncluttered simplicity of the shaft translate this uniquely 
American form of building into silver. 

When it comes to choosing hollow ware, Americans show a 
tendency to be more conservative in their tastes than they are in 
flat silver. It happens astonishingly often that the woman who 
prefers modern design in every other respect—furniture, art, 
even her own clothing—prefers hollow ware that is traditional in 
appearance. Appropriately, a large proportion of the hollow sil- 
verware produced in this country is rooted firmly in the past. 


Community’s coffee services, Ascot and Melon, are a case in point. 


The production of fine

Both designs are reproductions of Sheffield Plate patterns that 
date back to the early nineteenth century, modified almost imper. 
ceptibly to suit the demands of simpler American tastes and way 
of life. The English original of the Ascot service was designed 
about 1818 and was decorated with the motif of leaf, shell and 
scroll which became known as rococo, and which French craftsmen 
had brought along with them when they emigrated to England, 
The original of the Melon coffeepot bears a London hallmark of 
1829-30, and its modern reproduction has the same twelve convex 
flutes. the same connected scroll-bordered feet, the fluted duck-neck 
spout, a recurving scroll handle and a domical top. 

Even in the case of these intentionally careful reproductions, 
however, the mark of the American craftsman can be seen. Just as 
the early American silversmiths invested the designs they adopted 
from England and France with the simplicity and strength of this 
new country, so the modern silver craftsmen, almost by simply 
breathing on their work, have made it a peculiarly American thing, 

As an artist. the silver designer has chosen a difficult medium 
to tell his story in. His finished product cannot be simply “art;” 
it must function. The knife must cut and it must be easy to handle, 
the forks must scoop, the spoons must be the right size and shape 
to do their job. There are other less obvious workaday facts that 
the designer must take into consideration, too. In order that his 
pattern will continue to be attractive through years and years of 
use, the artist must plan future wear and tear right into his de- 
sign. Even in the hands of the careful housewife (or, for that 


matter, the most scrupulously trained servant) silver will become

The designer must plan the shape 
and ornamentation of the silver so that this inevitable wear will 
be “artistically” distributed, so that, as time goes on, the 
marks will become a part of the pattern itself rather than 
a disfigurement of it. He must also consider stacking; 
often he must modify the design so that one spoon will not scratch 
or mar the spoon above or below it when silverware is piled one 
piece on top of another. Sometimes it requires varying a curve 
by only the thousandth of an inch, but often that minute difference 
will make it infinitely more dificult to achieve the effect he is 
after. On the other hand, silver has one peculiar characteristic 
that widens the scope for the designer. It is the tendency of silver 
to tarnish. Paradoxical as it may sound to the housewife who 
takes such pains to prevent it, tarnish is often an essential in- 
gredient of the design of her very own silver. Being able to 
“blacken” parts of a pattern is what gives the artist the range of 
highlights—peculiar to silver—that helps him to create effects of 
depth, roundness and distance that are impossible with other 
metals. In spite of the fact that he is concerned with the prob- 
lems of present-day usefulness, the silver designer 
must somehow disguise functionalism with long- 
range beauty. Because silver is probably the most 
durable of our aesthetic possessions, we inevitably 
hope to hand it down to our children and to their 

children. The finished work of the silver designer must 


have a timeless quality; it must be something that will be beautiful 


in terms of future generations as well as in the life of today. 
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AMERICAN HOMEMAKERS show a strong preference for tradi- 
tional design in hollow silverware. Although the Melon tea and coffee 
service shown above has simple. flowing lines associated with modern 
design, it, like Ascot design shown below, is actually an almost 
exact reproduction of early nineteenth-century Sheffield Plate

Here's a 
roundup of the latest heat-beaters which run the gamut from air conditioning, the king CAN BE AS COOL AS 
of air cooling, to that good, old stand-by, the portable fan. They prove that even the . ? 
slimmest budget can goa long way tow ard improving summer temperatures in the home. 
AIR CONDITIONING—the ideal solution for summer's torrid blasts, because it not YOU CAN AFFORD 
only cools and circulates the air, but dehumidifies and filters it, too. The old idea that 
this is a luxury item only for the wealthy, no longer holds up under the facts. One 
manufacturer insists that his year-round air conditioning system can be installed in 
a home for only a few hundred dollars more than a conventional heating system, taking 
into account the money saved by eliminating the need for screens, screen doors, 
porches, breezeways, etc. Room air-conditioners give the same air-cooling, dehumidify- 
ing and filtering action, but effect is limited to one or two rooms. Half or three-quarter- 
ton window units (equals the effect of melting that amount of ice in a room over a 
twelve-hour period) can be plugged right into electrical wall outlets (a.c. current only). 
CONVERTED HEATING SYSTEM—homes that already have a forced-air system for 
heating in winter can change it to cool the house in hot summer days. By running a duct 
to the outside air, the blower fan in the furnace will draw in and circulate cool air 
through the ducts in the house. This outside duct can be installed so as to tap the 
night air just above the ground where moisture is evaporating from grass and foliage. 
Houses built with a “crawl space” between the first floor and the ground can capitalize 


on the cool air that lingers here by placing an intake duct under the house to draw it

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A FRAME FOR 
YOUR GARDEN

A tier you discover (as every 
homeowner has done since time 
immemorial) that your home is 
not complete without a garden, 
you'll come to the conclusion that 
your garden really isn't a garden 
without a border. Like a painting, 
a garden needs a frame to set it 
off. Weighing all the pros and 
cons, that 
hardy perennials make the most 


you'll discover, next. 
practical borders because. once 
off to a good start, you don’t have 
to worry about them. They come 
up year after year from the same 
roots even if freezing tempera- 
tures kill the top growth back to 
the ground. 

There are a number of ad- 
vantages to raising your own per- 
ennial plants from seed, the most 
obvious being that you have the 
fun of watching them grow. Not 
to be overlooked, however, is the 
fact that you reduce your expense 
to a minimum and that you will 
have plenty of extra blooms, The 
time to sow your perennial seeds 
is right now. Of course you'll be- 
gin with a plan. Choose tall grow- 
ers for the back of the border and 
others of diminishing height for 
the center and front. Get varieties 
that bloom in spring. midsummer 
and fall so that there will be a 
succession of color in all parts of 
the garden. 

It pays to buy the best seed 
when starting a venture of this 
sort. Some seed is able to germi- 
nate for only a short time after 
it ripens so that. if you accident- 
ally get old seed of such species, 
all your work is wasted. Order 
from a reliable catalogue, there- 
fore. or visit a store you can de- 
Ideally.

pend on. seeds are 
frame in a 
sheltered position. preferably fac- 
ing east or southeast to get the 
full morning sun and some shade 
at midday and in the early after- 
noon, An alternative is a seedbed 
in a similar location near avail- 
able water. The bed may be three 
feet wide and any length. Dig out 
the soil to a depth of six or eight 
inches, break up all the lumps, 


and pulverize. Then add and mig 
peat moss and sand thoroughly 
until the soil is light and frighle 
Spread any good complete fer 
tilizer over the surface and, with 
a fork or spade, dig the fertilize 
well under where it will not bam 
the roots of your seedlings but 
will nourish the plants later on 
The next step is to rake the sup 
face smooth and free of all lamps 
and stones. 

Now mark out rows a foot apart 
with the edge of a board and 
plant the seeds thinly in the shab 
low depressions, Keep the rows 
narrow so you'll know the seed 
lings from the weeds in case both 
come up at the same time, as they 
often do. Cover the seeds with’ 
light sprinkling of sand or ver 
miculite (or the two mixed 
gether) ', inch deep for small 
seeds, 14 inch for larger ones, 
using the edge of the beard again 
to press the seed in firmly. 

Moisten the bed by watering 
with a very fine mist. If you wish, 
you can then cover the bed with 
damp burlap bags to speed up 
germination and keep the bed 
moist. Remove the coverings the 
minute the seedlings appear above 
ground. As soon as they have four 
thin to three and 
later to six or more inches apart 
as the growth dictates. Don't die 
card later thinnings; transplant

Areas of possible danger are 
often overlooked by a parent. A 
sewing basket is a particularly 
dangerous plaything, and it would 
be hard to find anything more 
fascinating and dangerous than a 
button box. 

Coins given to children should 
be placed in a toy bank at once. 
Safety pins should be closed and 
kept closed as soon as they are 
removed from clothing. If a closed 
pin is accidentally swallowed it 
can go through the stomach and 
intestines of the child without 
harm, but open safety pins often 
cause death by piercing the in- 
testinal walls. So do needles, hat- 
pins, straight pins. and sharp 
bones. It is so easy for a mother 
to set the baby a bad example by 
holding pins in her mouth while 
sewing or changing diapers. 

Children can be taught to bring 
such objects to their 
older 


parents or 
Training them 
takes patience and is well worth 
the effort, for in all families, ob- 
jects dangerous to the small fry 
drop out of pockets or are some- 


siblings.

In spite of all these precau- 


tions, what can you do if your 
child does get something in his 
mouth which definitely does not 
belong there? 

First, don’t rush madly at him. 
He may turn. run, and choke on 
the object. Approach him gently. 
Perhaps, like the little angel he 
is, he'll just spit it out on com- 
mand. This is the ideal solution. 

If he 


smoothly, you must try to hook 


doesn’t co-operate so 
it out of his mouth with your fin- 
ger. Should this fail and the ob- 
ject is instead pushed farther 
back on the child's tongue, take 
the finger out of his mouth. You 
may do more harm than good by 
pushing it back so far during the 
struggle that your doctor won't 
be able to reach it. 

If the object goes farther down, 
rush the child to a physician. He 
may be able to lift it out with a 
pair of forceps. If not, he can 
send you to a throat specialist 
who is equipped with the special 
skill and instruments to remove it. 

Even if you think the child has 
actually coughed up or merely 
swallowed a foreign body, the 
doctor may order an X ray to 
be absolutely sure it has not be- 
come lodged in the windpipe, 
lungs, or stomach. 

A child with a chronic cough 
should always be X rayed. No 
parent can be so vigilant that 
every little choking spell is heard 
or seen, Often the chronic cough 
is a sign that, at some previous 
time, the child has aspirated a 
foreign body. A nut or a piece 
of meat that “went down the 
wrong way” can cause grave 
trouble. Once discovered on the 
X ray film, it can be removed and 
your child’s prompt recovery will 


be assured.

DISKCHANGER 


I you have ever joined in sing- 
ing folk songs with friends at a 
party, or discovered yourself hum- 
ming these same tunes about the 
house one day, you know some- 
thing of the charm of this music. 
What you may not know is that 
many of the melodies you enjoy 
and remember have or will be- 
come a factor in the great body 
of so-called serious music. More 
than is generally 
classical music (even that which 


realized, our 


is regarded as esoteric) has its 
basis in folk music. 

The various ways in which com- 
posers use folk melodies can be 
heard in the recordings described 
here. Some are mere arrange- 
ments of actual folk songs, others 
show the ways in which composers 
have used folk tunes as the basis 
of symphonic works; and_ still 
others demonstrate the presence 
of the folk “idiom.” 

Columbia has transferred to a 
long-playing dise one of its most 
popular folk items. It is Cante- 
loube’s very colorful arrangement 
of the Songs of the Auvergne, 
sung by the soprano Madeleine 
Grey, with an unnamed orchestra 
conducted by Elie Cohen. Al- 
though the recording is admitted- 
ly of an earlier vintage, Miss 
Grey's wonderful performance and 
the truly imaginative orchestral 
settings make this a very valuable 
addition to the catalogue. The 
other side of the dise contains her 
performance of six charming 
French folk songs, arranged with 
accompaniment of flute and piano, 
and gathered together under the 
title Song at School. Originally 
intended for the use of school 
children, the arrangements mere- 
ly support the melodies in an un- 
obtrusive manner. 

Quite a different sort of treat- 
ment is given to a group of Folk 
Songs of Hungary, arranged by 
Béla Barték and Zoltan Kodaly, 
and issued by Barték Records.

songs are presented with piano 
accompaniments that are in them- 
selves arresting and, at the same 
time, capture the spirit of the 
originals. The performances, by 
the tenor Leslie Chabay and the 
pianist Tibor Kozma, do complete 
justice to the music.

Dance Suite, written in 1923 to

sary of the unification of Pest and 
Buda into what became known as 
Budapest. Although it is possible 
that not a single melody in the 
work is an actual folk tune, the 
five movements of the suite are 
permeated by the idiom of the 
Hungarian folk dance. The result, 
as presented with Bart6k’s genius 
for orchestral writing. makes one 
of the most colorful and exciting 
scores of its kind. The New Sym- 
phony Orchestra of London is di- 
rected by Autori, and 
their telling performance is cap- 
tured by Barték Records with 
astonishing fidelity. On the other 
side of the disc, the same group

performs Tibor Serly’s orchestral 
transcription of Mozart's Fan- 
tasia, originally written for a 
mechanical clock! 

An approach similar to Bar- 
tok’s, though earlier, may be 
found in Westminster's fine re- 
cording of Dwvorak’s Slavonic 
Rhapsody No. 2. Here again, 
the composer creates his own 
melodies in a folk-like idiom. (In- 
cidentally, a familiar example of 
this technique is the famous 
Goin’ Home melody that Dvorak 
used in his New World Sym- 
phony. So well did he capture 
the American folk idiom that this 
song has become known as a na- 
tive spiritual, although Dvorak 
composed it himself!) The result 
is a completely ingratiating com- 
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position, its spirit well conveyed 
in the performance of the Vienn 
Symphony Orchestra under Heary 
Swoboda. The record also Con. 
tains their performance of 4 
seldom-heard work by Rimsky. 
Korsakov . . . his Sinfonietta on 
Russian Themes, written org 
inally as a string quartet and later 
orchestrated by the com poser, 
Here the folk origin shows up ia 
still another way: the conscious 
use by the composer of actual folk 
tunes, which he not merely a 
ranges but expands into a com 
plete symphonic work, You may 
be surprised to find that some of 
the melodies are familiar. One is 
similar to the opening of Bee 
thoven’s Pastoral Symphony 
(which Rimsky-Korsakov must 
have known) ; another is identical 
with a folk melody Stravinsky 
used in his Firebird Suite, 

Quite another outlook on folk 
music is represented by Ravels 
settings of four so-called Chants 
Populaires. For the purpose, he 
took four different folk melodies 
—respectively, Hebrew, French, 
Italian, and Spanish—and, pre 
serving the texts in the original 
languages, he supplied each meb 
ody with an appropriate plane 
accompaniment. Assisted by the 
pianist Paul Ulanowsky, the 
French baritone Martial Singher 
has recorded them for Concert 
Hall Society with due attention to 
the character of each nationality. 

An entirely different feeling is 
conveyed by the works on the re 
mainder of the record. Ravel's 
Chansons Madecasses, in which 
the voice is accompanied by piano, 
cello and flute, have a strongly 
exotic flavor. The second of these 
three songs was motivated by the 
trouble France was having with 
Morocco. It is a moving expre® 
sion of revolt against what Ravel 
considered tyranny. The disc also 
contains Singher'’s performance 
of Histoires Naturelles. 
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
